fhe connection of the day with 
ist, or ashes, seems to have been 
that ashes which had been blessed 
were sprinkled upon the heads of 
worshipers in the sixth century. The 
term of a cross, too, was traced 
with ashes upon their foreheads, the 
main object apparently having been 
to remind them that their bodies 
were but “dust and ashes. On this 
day, also, noted singers professing 
penitence had to appear in church, 


clothed in sack cloth, and, with tears, 


solicit absolution. From this custom 

came the phrase we hear even to 

this day, “in sack cloth and ashes.’
